Address on Orange Order 


Splendid addresses were given last 
week by Rev. Mr. Moore, organizer 
of the Orange Order, in Red Deer. 
On Tuesday evening, in the Baptist 
Church, when Wm. Piper, Grand 
Master of the Order, was chairman, 
and on Friday evening in the Pres- 
byterian Church, when His Worship 
Mayor Carscallen presided. 

The speaker met the various objec- 
tions to the Order, emphasizing the 
fact that as people become 
hanore familiar with the high ideals 
of the Order, an Order second to 
pee in this connection, the morc 
| Saxious they were to help in thc 
| 00d work the association were 
| doing. So much so that leading 
i citizens in various cities and towns 
‘of the province were becoming mem- 
‘bers. Especially is this the case ir 
‘regard to the clergy of the various 
‘denominations. There is not now a 
lodge where the speaker visited 
‘where there are clergymen but what 
‘one or more is a member of the 
| association. . 

He dwelt upon the need of such 
an association by proving most em- 
phatically that the Roman Church 
as a political organization was un 
dermining our public school system, 
and therefore our national life 
If she could not get separate school: 
by law, she would violate law and 
work by back-door methods to get 
special privileges. This was proved 
to be so in every province in Cana- 
da, with exception of British Col- 
umbia. 

Still further, thousands of dollars 
in this Dominion and in this prov- 
ince, from Protestant people, are 
going to the support of separate 
schools. Over a million dollars 
every year in the province of Que- 
bec from Protestant corpurations 
was going into Roman Catholic 
schools in that province. ‘‘Is this a 
square deal?’’ says the speaker. 

He dwelt upon the bu-lingual ques- 
tion—that the English language was 
the language of the Dominion, not 
French, and became such at taking 
of Quebec. French was on an equal- 
ity with English language in Quebec 
and federal courts of this Dominion 
only. That if we were to retain the 
great Dominion for British Empire, 
we must retain the English language 
forever. There is nothing like lan- 
guage to hold a people together. 
This the French realized today, and 
the speaker went on to prove from 
the lips of their own men that the 
two objects of the Roman Church 
was to make the country French and 
Roman Catholic. 

The emigration question was dealt 
with, and the work of Father Giroux 
as emigration agent, working solely 
in the interests of the Church of 
Rorre. 

He showed the influence of Rome 
upon the homes of our land; showed 
how Roman parents were breaking up 
home after home by telling people 
that unless they were married by a 
Roman priest, they were not mar- 
ried at all and their children were 
illegitimate. He stated that anyone 
who broke up a home in this way 
should be punished as a criminal, 
utterly regardless of whom they 
were—priest or prophet. 

Convent life was an important part 
of the address, and the speaker ad- 
vised Protestant people not to send 
their children to these institutions, 
and gave examples to prove that 
children in this way often became 
Roman Catholics. If the Roman 
Catholics wanted to send their child- 
ren there, well and good, and it was 
a part of their teaching, but for a 
Protestant to do so was at least 
foolish. 

Not only in these ways and in 
these places did Rome work, but in 
all phases of life; even the press 
was not exempt. He gave an ex- 
ample of Le Page, which had been 
put under the ban by Archbishop 
Bucchesi because the editor, Godfrey 
Langlois, a French Roman Catholic, 
dared advocate a better system of 
education for Quebec. The same 
would exist here were 
Many editors 
were afraid in this province to pub- 
anything detrimental to the 


He urged upon his hearers to con- 
sider these existing conditions, and 
awaken from’ their peaceful slumber. 

He outlined the work the Orango 
Association was doing along these 
lines, and urged the good, strong, 
loyal Christian Protestants to help 
in the good work.

Penhold School Sustain 


JUDGE LEES DISMISSES ACTION 


Judge Lees has given judgment dis- 
missing with .costs the proceedings 
taken by William Grant, Thomas 
Simon and Robert McBroom, of Pen- 
hold, to oust from office Andrew 
Shields. Norman Stewart and W. T. 
Lees, trustees of Penhold school dis- 
trict. on the grounos of alleged 
gross neglect of their duties by said 
trustees, and. alleged negligent and 
wilful failure to carry out the school 
law ; that trustees Stewart and Lee 
were Oddfellows. and the Oddfellows 
Lodge had contracted with the Board 
for the purchase of the school] house, 
and that trustee Stewart had sold 
coal to the Board, both alleged viola- 
tions of the law by the trustees 
charged; and that, without the 
ratification of the ratepayers, the 
School Board selected and  purchas- 
ed a school site, and _ obtained 
authority to issue debentures. for 
payment therefor, contrary to. the 
law. 

The Judge finds, as to the evidence 
of neglect, that the trustees were 
contemplating removing to a new 
building, and consequently, on the 
Inspector’s advice, they spent as lit- 
tle in repairs and equipment as pos- 


sible ; that some needed repairs were Sec.-Treas. 
attended to within a reasonable time —o—_—_ 

after they came to the notice of the ae : 

trustees. The trustees had had diffi- : 

culty in getting a person to attend EUGENICS DEFINED 


to the closets, and the Judge held 
that there nad been no gross, or 
even culpable, neglect by the trus- 
tees in this respect. The school 
house had been kept reasonably clean 
and the floor oiled. 

As to the sale to the Oddfellows, 
the Judge holds that. the transaction 
betweeh the Oddfellows Lodge and 
the School Board was not such as 
was intended to be prohibited by the 
law, inasmuch as the transaction 
was not between the Board and the 
defendants, but between the Board 
and an incorporated society of which 
thay happened to be members, and, 
second, because the evidence discloses 
no pecuniary interest, profit, promise 
or expected benefit to either of the 
defendants charged. As to the price, 
the Judge was of opinion that, un- 
der all the circumstances, and hav- 
ing regard to the facts that the 
building was offered at same price 


Sir Francis Galton’s definition of 
eugenics is “the study of agencies 
under social control, that may im- 
prove or impair the racial qualities 
of future generations, either physic- 
ally or mentally.” He has also de- 
fined eugenics as “the science which 
deals with all influences that improve 
and develop the inborn qualities of 
@ race.” He appears, however, to 
have referred more particularly to 
hereditary influences, for in this con- 
nection he adds: “The aim of eugenics 
is to represent each class or sect by 
its best specimens, causing them to 
contribute more than’ their propor- 
tion to their next generation; that 
done, to leaye them to work out their 
common civilization in their own 
way.” Another high authority has 
drawn a clear distinction between 
“race improvement through heredity” 
eugenics—and “race” improvement 
through environment” for which a 
new term “euthenics” has been coined. 

In this stricter definition “eugenics” 
ie concerned specially with the im- 
provement of the human race through 
“marriage and parenthood associated, 
as these are, with the problems of 
heredity, race culture and race de- 
velopment.

HUGE IMPORTS | 
FROM THE STATES 


We Should Keep at Home More of 
the $415,000,000 That Goes Acrogs - 
the Line Annually 


According té a Washington govern- 
ment report the United States ‘during 
the fiscal year 1912-18 exported $4165,- 
000,000 worth of goods to Canada, an 
increase of $86,000,000 over the pre- 
vious year, and of nearly $200,000,000 
over the year before that. That is to 
say, in three years our imports from 
the republic have practically doubled. 
In that period our purchases of Ameri- 
can freight and passenger cars havo 
jumped frem $500,000 to $5,333,000; 
our imports of automobiles from $3, 
838,000 to $9,250,000; copper pigs, bars, 
etc., from less than $1,000,000 to over 
$6,500,000; steel rails, from less than 
$1,000,000 to nearly $4,000,000; cotton 
cloths, from $750,000 to $2,600,000; lo 
comotives, fram $250,000 to over $1, 
000,000; structural iron and steel, from 
less than $3,000,000 to over $9,000,000; 
metal-working machinery, from $333, 
000 to $2,333,000; agricultural imple. 
ments, from $3,333,000 to practically 
$7,000,000; pipes and fittings, from 
$1,500,000 to over $4,000,L00; leather 
boots and shoes, from $1,250,000 to 
over $3,000,000; and illuminating oil, 
from about $500,000 in 1910 to over 
$1,000,000 in 1913. 

In raw materials and foodstuffs the 
increase is less pronounced. Raw cot- 
ton, of which the exports to Canada 
amounted to nearly $9,000,000 in 1913, 
shows practically no increase in value 
during the three years in question, 
though a slight increase in quantity. 
Corn, which amounted to $4,000,000 
in 1910, was $4,750,000 in 1913; un- 
manufactured tobacco, $1,750,000 in 
1910, $2,730,000 in 1913; lard, $1,250,000 
in 1910, $1,250,000 in 1913; wheat, $2,- 
333,000 in 1910, $750,000 in 1913; coal 
shows a marked increase from $31, 
500,000 in 1910 to $58,250,000 in 1913, 
the value being about equally divided 
between anthracite and bituminous. 

Now that the United States has 
overtaken its internal demand for 
manufactures, its industrial concerns 
are entering more decisively into the 
competition for foreign markets. But 
for a protective tariff Canada would 
have been the first to feel and suffer 
from that policy. Even as it is, the 
course of trade shows that the contigu: 
ity of the Dominion has to a consider. 
able extent counterbalanced the effect 
of import duties. No patriotic citizen 
wants to see the Dominion exchanging 
raw materials for manufactured pro- 
ducts. His desire is to have these 
raw materials utilized in Canadian 
industries. 

It will be a great thing for Canada 
when we can produce and manufacture 
& greater proportion of this $415,000,- 
000 worth of goods here at home. 
The proved policy of moderate pro- 
tection is our chief guarantee that we 
shall be able to do so. It is forcing 
American capitalists to invest millions 
of dollars in industries all over 
Canada.

One of the outstanding features of 
the wonderful development of the wes- 
tern half of the Dominion has been 
the great industrial progress which 
has gone on quietly.

Illustrated by a Saskatoon’ Circular— 
Means More Industries

This statement is taken from a Ietter 
circulated by the Industrial League, 
Limited, of Saskatoon, It continues: 

“Some interesting figures regarding 
industrial development in Saskatche 
wan during the past couple of years 
are to be gleaned from the Govern- 
ment reports, and they have a signifl- 
cant bearing on the whole situation, 
In 1905 there were eighty establish- 
ments employing 1,444 hands; in 1910 
the number had increased to one hun- 
‘red and = seventy-three, employing 
3,250 hands;_and qt the close of 1912 
there were three hundred and fifteen 
establishments, employing 4,040 hands, 
In that period fifteen lumber and plan- 
ing mills have increased to twenty: ; 
elght, twelve brick yards to seventeen, 
3ix flour mills to thirty-nine, and two 
pork-packing plants to four.” 

Saskatoon claims 40 manufacturing 
plants and 32 warehouses.

"ROTATION OF GROPS 


One Year's Growth Should Offset Dis-' 
\advantages of Previous One | 
At the basis of all genuine rotations 
Nes the fact that plants differ from 
one another; they differ from one 
another in their demands upon the 
coll, both chemical and physical; they 
differ with regard to their root sys- 
tem, depth of feeding, their moisture 
requirements, their time of feeding, 
their dates in reaching maturity, ete. 
Many plants impoverish the soil; a 
few enrich it; some spoil its physical 
conditions, while others improve it in 
that regard. Many crops favor the 
growth of weeds, while others either 
are able to hold the weeds in check 
or require such cultivation and treat- 
ment as will prevent their growth. 
All these differences fit plants for. 
different places in rotation, and a well- 
arranged rotation is one in which the 
strong points of one crop follow so 
as to fit into the weak points of an- 
other, or vice versa, and in this way 
reduce deficiencies to a minimum. 
A crop that requires a large amount 
of one element should be followed by 
One that requires less of that element 
aud probably more of another. A 
shallow-rooted crop should be followed 
by one that is deeper rooted, so that 
plant food which may have escaped 
the shallower roots may be caught by 
the deeper feeder, and that the nutri- 
mentinthesoil may be used to a great- 
er depth. Crops that areexhaustiveto 
the soil should be followed by a so- 
called soil restorer. And crops that 
are conducive to the growth of weeds 
should be followed by a weed-destroy- 
ing crop. 


FEW ARE POSTED 


have studied the nature of the polsc: 
to which .its effects are due. Thir 
poison has been found to be a non 
volatile ofl, to which the namo “toxi 
codendrol” has been given. The 
polsonous substance is found in all 
parts of the plant, and a very little 
of it reaching the skin is sufficient to 
set up its painful irritation. 

Jt is well known that not all persons 
are equally susceptible to injury by 
poison ivy. Some can handle the 
plant freely without any fear of un- 
pleasant consequences. It would ap- 
pear also, as if animals were immune, 
as birds are reported to feed upon 
tho fruit, and cows have been known 
to eat it and show no evil effects. 

Poiscn ivy grows most commonly 
along the borders of flelds and woods, 
by roadsides, or in open woods; or 
Icss frequently it occurs in deep woods 
where it may become a tall climber 
supporting itself on the trunks of 
trees. In the open it is low and bushy, 
or often climbing or training. The 
‘eaves are ull composed of three 
ovate, coarsely-toothed leaflets, and 
serve well as a means of identification. 
There are no other plants of similar 
habit in Canada with leaves which 
would easily be confused with them. 
The Virginian Creeper is often held 
In suspicion, quite needlessly though, 
a; it has flve, not three, leaflets, which 
spread from one point like the fingers 
of the hand. The poison ivy can also 
be known when in fruit, by its up- 
right auxiliary panicles of whitish 
berries of about the size of peas. 
Measures of eradication must be 
directed toward the uprooting of the 
plants, as ‘otherwise any, effort to kill 
them would have to be repeated and 
continued as long as the roots retain 
enough vitality to send up new 
vegetation. It may be advisable to 
mow off and remove the stems before 
starting to grub up the roots, so as 
to lessen the danger of poisoning 
while at work. The tops may be got 
rid of also by spraying with a mix- 
ture of one-half pint commercial sul- 
phuric acid in one gallon of water. 
As sulphuric acid is corrosive, it will 
be advisable to apply with a sprink- 
ling can or an old sprayer which can 
be sacrificed to the purpose.

LECTURE. B 


Y DR. TORY 


On Tuesday of last week, Dr. Tory, 
President of the Edmonton Univer- 
sity, gave a very interesting and 
thought-provoking address on the 
above subject at the Public School. 


W. Robertson presided, as 
senting the School Board, 
fair audience listened with 
attention to the lecture. 


In opening his subject Dr. Tory. 
said the title of thé address might 
bear two constructions, as referring 
either to the subject matter of edu- 
cation or to the method of impart- 
ing it. He proposed to speak of 
education as ideally perfect consis- 
tently with a practical adaptation 
to the conditions surrounding those 
to be educated. 


He said that not long ago a very 
interesting find had been made in 
Egypt in the shape of a_ tablet 
giving an outline of the studies ‘of 
a young Egyptian of the days of 
Moses, say some 4,000 years ago. 
And this, he said, corresponded fair- 
ly closely with those of our own 
day. It included classics, mathe: 
matics, and a study of the languages 
of neighboring, peoples, special atten- 
tion being also given to geometry 
and trigonometry. Probably only a 
small portion of the youth of the 
nation were educated: at all, but 
these were evidently trained in thc 
subjects most likely to be useful tc 
them in fitting them for the servic 
of the state. And this was the out 
standing characteristic of the Egyp- 
tian system of education—it was =< 
state system. 

Coming to the ancient Greeks, Dr. 
Tory said that here again we founr 
prevailing a practical state system 
differing from that of Egypt as the 
conditions of the peoples differed. 
The Greek states were each small 
cities whose independence depended 
upon the ability of the citizens to 
defend themselves. Hence, although 
in consonance with the genius of the 
Greeks, art. and literature received 
great attention, the most important 
part of the education of the freemen 
was in athletics and in the art of 
war. Thestate must be served at 
all cost, and the freemen must be 
trained physically and to the mili- 
tary profession. 

It must be borne in mind that to 
every 10,000 freemen in Greece, there 
were probably 100,000 slaves who 
are not educated. Indeed it was

considered that education would 
make them refuse to work. And, as 
illustrating the fact that this 


ancient idea still survived, Dr. Tory 
told a story of how he once called 
to ask for 


upon a_ millionaire 
$50,000.00 for education purposes. 
And the man, who was_ probably 


worth $8,000,000.00, said that now- 
a-days we had too much education, 
and it would in the end cause that 
we should have no one to do the 
rough work of all the world. Dr. 
Tory added that he got his 
$50,000.00 for all that. 

In Rome at the height of its 
glory, that is, about the end of the 
Republic and the commencement of 
the Empire, it was found that the 
departments of education to which 
the greatest importance was attach- 
ed were military training and ora- 
tory or argument. The young Rom- 
an was expected to be -able to speak 
and reason on questions of law. 
Roman law was perhaps the greatest 
contribution to world civilization 
that Rome had given us, and as 
illustrating the kind of subjects set 
for Roman students was one where a 
man forcibly prevented by another 
from committing suicide brings an 
action for damages against his res- 
cuer, and the question is whether or 
not he is entitled to recover dam. 
ages. 

ae Rome again, as in tho case of 

Eeyt and Greece, education in un-

Coming to the middle ages, a 
change is noticed. Here, when order 
begins to ecmrge from the chaos 
marked the submerging of 
civilization by the barbari- 
ans, the church takes in hand the 
work of education. But now, in the 
old monasteries and the universities 
founded by the church, education 


ligion altogether from education. Our 
modern system of education in this 
continent was essentially demogratic 
in conforming with the prevailing 
American sentiment. In Europe the 
aristocratic and democratic were 
contending for the supremacy. In 
Germany, for instance, there were to 
be found two types of schools, one 
for the upper classes and one for 
those of lower social status. In 
North, America democracy prevails, 
and it is estimated that in the 
States 90 per cent. of the men of 
prominence in the nation have como 
up from the ranks of the workers. 
Indeed, the future of democracy de- 
pends upon this upward flow of tal- 
ent and ability. In England, too, it 
has come to be recognized that the 
safety of the State requires that the 
masses of the people shall be edu- 
cated and that an uneducated man is 
a danger to the nation. 

So lone ago as 1867, Disraeli, 
afterwards Lord Beaconsfield, when 
he ‘‘stole Gladstone’s thunder’ and 
gave the wide extention of the fran- 
chise. couples with it a plan for 
State education. 

Dr. Tory at this point turned to 
i consideration of the immense value 
of higher education. + Education, he 
said, pays. In support of this Dr. 
Tory gave striking details of a 
Commission sent from Europe to 
-xamine into the bearing of Ameri- 
‘un education on the great  indus- 
trial development in the States. 
\fter investigations extending over 
t long period and wide areas, one of 
he findings of the Commission was 
he following : It was shown that a 
ad who left school at the age of 14 
srew in wage earning capacity up 
to the age of 25 when he reached 
lis maximum and did not eam a 
ligher wage after that age. A lad, 
jowever, who remained at school 
-hree years longer, and left at 17, 
overtook, in wage earning ability, 
the other at the age of 23, and went 
on increasing his wages up to the 
age of 35, when, at his maximum, 
he was earning twice as much as the 
lad who had missed the three extra 
years of higher education. But a 
‘oung man who continued his studies 
intil the age of 21 overtook the 
ther at 26, and went on increasing 
nis rate of earnings right upto the 
age of 60, that is, to the time of 
retirement. And it was found that 
such an one, owing to his superior 
ental equipment, did not feel the 
loss which came to others owing to 
-he declining of physical vigor. 

Again in an investigation in New 
York State as to the value of a 
High School education to a farmer, 
it was found, after compiling statis- 
tics covering innumerable cases, that 
the extra three years spent in train- 
ing the mind represented a capital 
andowment to the farmer of 
36,000.00. The cost of it would not 
be more than $500.00. This capital, 
500, With which the young farmer 
started his career could not be lost 
in unwise real estate speculations, 
for instance. It could only be lost 
through folly connected with vice. 
To Alberta the advantages of higher 
education for agriculturists could 
not .be over-estimated. In Germany, 
which might be said to be the home 
of the expert, a land of smaller 
area than Alberta, and much less 
rich in soil, and with only a slight 
advantage in climate, through the 
application of science to agriculture 
they had been able to raise 95 per 
cent. of the food for a population 
of 60,000,000. And a German scien- 
tist told Dr. Tory, ‘‘We shall grow 
food for a population of 100,000,- 
900." Knowledge makes Germany 
great. 

In the matter of education we 
have come to believe that the ideal 
system is a system of State control. 
Germany has 300 schools of agri- 
gulture worked under the Canadian 
idea of State control. This idea 
which prevails in Alberta does not 
hold good, for various reasons, 
throughout the Dominion. 

In Nova Scotia the State controls 
the high schools, but not the univer- 
sities. In some parts of the United 
States the public schools and the 
universities are under State con- 
trol, whilst the high schools—the con- 
necting link—are under private man-

State education reappears, and to 
John Knox belongs the credit of 
realizing the great idea of a State 
church alongside of State schools. 
If his plans could have been carried 
out. all the troubles arising out of 
the rivalry of religious bodies inter- 
fering with national education might 
have been avoided. As it was, Scot- 
land did later adopt the idea of 
John Knox, with the result that in 
Scotland there was a truc State 
system of education one hundred and 
fifty years before England awoke to 
the value of it. And Scotland, as a 
consequence, took the intellectual 
lead of Europe, which she has main- 
tained to this day. 


Lord Strathcona once wagered 
that in the ongine room of any 
steamship would be found the Scot- 
tish marino engineer, ready to 
answer to the hail, ‘‘Hello, Mac, are 
ye thore?’’ In England, France and 
Germany the struggle between the 
State and the Church in the matter 
of education was still going on. In 
Amorica, unfortunately, tho Stato 
had won tho fight and divorced re- 


promote party interests. In Alborta 
we start fair. We aro living in ideal 
conditions. We havo State suprem- 
acy in all branches, including law 
and medicine. (Evidently Dr. Tory 
had not noticed in his audience 
Prof. Keith of the Presbyterian 
Ladies’ College, and had for the 
moment forgotten the ‘‘Separate 
Schools’).

cal science, Yr. Tory mentioned that 
John Burns had recently said that 
the recent advance in medical know- 
ledee had saved 900,000 livesin Mng- 
land as compared with the previous 
four years.

Any man who will study intelli-
